Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office 
action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat.

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record fails to anticipate or make obvious an image forming apparatus comprising a 
cover that can be opened to allow the photoreceptor to be loaded in and out of the 
mainframe and an evacuating mechanism that is linked to the cover and to evacuate the 
developing unit from a moving path of the photoreceptor by moving the developing unit 
along a direction away from the photoreceptor when the cover is opened.
